, The Wind being favourable at South-Weſt, the Engliſh tacked about, and Ceygagi- 
oufly bore down upon the Enemy z the Earl being in a Circle or half point of the Spua- 
dron, in afirſt rate Veſſel : aſter. the ſignal was given to ingage, in the height of E:- 
gleſh Gallautry, and to his immertal Fame, he turned deſtruction on the ſhrin:ing Foe, 
and with Terreſtrial Thunder loud-charged through and through therr broaken Fleet ; 
whilſt nothing but Ruins, Death and flaming Bulks furroundcd him,azainſt which he ler 
Volleys that fenz them ſmoaking into the Mirriring deep, which bubled up the long 
confuſed Noiſe: nor was he ſlack to ſuccour and relieve all parts, that were any ways 
deſtreſſed; hazarding-himſelfto all te Advantages the Enemy could wiſh, to whom at 
laſt he proved ſo Fetrible, that being known they dreaded. him like Death, and from 
his Engine Belching fire, and Iron Globes on either hand with-drew, not daring for to 
ſtand the fatal ſtroak, for the meaneſt Sailor Animated by hisLordſhips Example laughed 
at Death, and then'contemned his utmoſt Rage ; being more feirce and daring in the 
mouth of ſlaughter," not declining till the Darch infinitely worſted, broken on all ſides, 
Burnt and diſordered hoiſted up their Sails, and fled all that were able to make Sail, but 
ſuch as were diſabled in the Fight they left behind. ;

He having thus experienced War, grew ſtill more eager for his Princes and Countryes 
ſake to proſecute the ſame : And like to Coe looking on great Aleranders Statue, Cry- 
ed I have done nothing yet thats worthy of my Birth : ſo mild was the great Watrioor 
dread in Arms, and and free from that Vain-Glory that ſucceſs does raiſe : In the Igno- 
ble Breaſt, that he hated flatery not ſuffring his Praiſes to be repeated in his preſence, 
the which denoted hjm to be Worthy of ſo Renowned and Vertnous a Father, ro which 
his Filial Obedience and Lovehad made him Dear. | 
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” Not long aficr ina ſecond Engagement, as diſdaining ſloth, he reſolving for to try 


the utmoſt Farce o: War, cr fo to quell rhe daring Foe, that they ſhould preſume no 
mere to Lord it oa the Briny Seas, he ſtood much like a Bulwork , ard him(elftefilt- 


ed Deratters Force, and with Fire and Smoak that darkened the br:{ht 7,:mp of day, 
drove his whole Squedron beck ; whilſt himſeif upon the Deck fc 11s glitter- 
ing Swurd , whillt Shot lixc Hail fung round his Head, and t| on each 
hand barrocadcd up his 'way. T here by him ſach wonders were ; it all ad- 
mired his. noble Reloluticy, fo that it was greatly thought \ :It day to 
vs through his brave reſiſtance and couragious Animating the 0: lrons on tg 


force Enemies outeitrerclicd liac, and with Vollies Icud, and ruincus to make them 
ſcattcr over the w:de Qceao, glad to eſcape under the ſheltring Coverture of fable 
night, but notwithour great hazard and loſs , fifteen of their Ships being fired funk and 
taken, and about five thontand of their ableit Seamen ſlain and mzde Priſoners, fo For- 
tune-and Vitory cguipircd to. raiſe the noble Warriour to the pitch of greatneſs and 
Renown, that wheretcere he fought they ſtill were emelons for his preſcrration , and 
ſtrove to confer their: tavours upon him, wreathing his Warlike Brow with Lawrels or 
triumphant Bays. ! Aer tie acat of theſe Wars were paſſiicd , by the ſubmiſſions of 
the Conquered Fors ; and Peace was mutually concluded his Honour, Returning from 
on Bcard his 262ting Caitls in which he had taken ſo much Delight, fer ſometime reſi- 
ded at Conre with 6 pyniyerial-applanie ; but could not content himſelf with the glit- 
tering Pleaſures :.4 Delights that areFill atrendarts there; his Soul was Still intent on 
Arws\ and defire of military Diſcipline; no Muſick ſounded more pleaſant in his 
Ear than to hcar Heroick Actions told; for like the Carthagenian Prince, he was.in all 
parts formed for brave Deſiyns, and from his Infancy promiſed all the noble Virtues 
that adorn mankind to nike him moſt accompliſhed : But to the purpoſe. long had not 
he reſted before another War broke out more cruel ghan the former our Navy jayning 
with the power of Fraxce againſt the yet teſty Dutch ; which both by land and Sea he be- 
haved himſelf with the like bravery of Spirit and Gallantry as-in the former to the 
purchaſing immortal Fame, but here beholda ſudden alteration changed the Face of 
grand Afairs, for the perfidious French breaking Articles of League Offenſive and de- 
fenſive, they had made with us upon the ſecond ſubmiſſion of the Dutch , his Majefty 

in pitty to their diſtreſs, the French having beſieged as it were in moſt of their Provin- 
ces and taken ſeveral of theirchieſ Towns, granted many Engliſh, Scotch, and. Iriſh 

Forces to bear Arms there under his own Commiſſion, whereupon -many of qur Nohbji- 

lity was pleaſed to favour them with thoir Heroick Condudts againſt that Sword which 

before like a Diſeaſe did Rage,of which his Lordſhip being one,who commanded a Re- 

giment of well Diſciplin*d Souldiers, with whom he fo bravely behaved himſelf in all 
his Condutts as fained himan eſteem moſt honourable, ſo curteous and benign kind, 
that he won each heart, the darling Delight of his Friends, and terror of his Foes, 
who dreaded him even to death, as knowing where his Arms ingaged, he ſtood not dal- 
lying, bur like a Whirlwind roaled Deſtruction rbund him, - crying prefs on to Vidto- 

ry. So gallantly did he behave himſelf in the ſuccor and Relief of ſeveral deſtreſſed 

Towns and Cities that the French Armies then were firing, . And when great Luxem- 
bureh beſieged the famous Town of ſors the pride of all the Netherlands, the Dutch 
and Spaniſh Armies nnder the Command of .his Highneſs the Prince of Orange, not da- 
ring to venture the attempt of its Relief till animated by his Lordſhi and ſeveral others 
of the noble Engliſh Commanders, who Charging the main Battalions of the French 
routed them on every fide, mowing as it were with a Whirlwind ſwiftneſs ſo that they 
made way no longer daring to refiſt,his Lordſhipat the head of his Regiment undanted 
ſtanding, received the firſt Charge of the Enemies Right Wing, and with ſuch Cou- 
rage repelled their Force, that the Horfe were difordered,aud immediately gave ground 
be purſuing them till they finding no place to retire, broke into the Ranks of the Wal- 
loons, and ſo put them into Confuſion, nor did he deſiſt, though the Shot flew thick 
on every ſide, and dreadful Mars raged throughout the Field, and the ſlain on every - 
hand beſtrewed the place, whilſt Victory turning her blood-ſhot eyes upon the dreadful 
Battel, great and perillous, and clapped her joyful Wings, whilſt the purſuing Engl ji 
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through the bloody Field drove "hs Fugitives, fole Victory re- 
maining on their fide Here the Heroick Offory won ſuch raiſe 
as will immortalize his Fame, ti!] crime fhall be no more. War 
here ceaſing and mil Peaceenſuing, his Lordſhip Jett thoſe For. 
reign Climes, and laying down his dreadful An ſo fear'd ard 
{oreaowned in Europe, he returned to honour this thrice happy : 
| Ile 5, where, and with his Father of ever worthy remembrance, 
now Lord Lieutenant of che Kingdom of Jreland, there not be- 
ing any buſinels of Wa: to employ his Honour in, till of Jate, the 
birbarous M »ors invading »that Famous Garriſon of Tangicrs, 

which advances the Engliſh Enſigns inco the main Land of Af 
frick, and in ſpite'of rhole innumerable Foes has deſended fo 
long our Honours, and Commanding far into the Ocean, and on 
Land curbed their inſolencies, till of late having increaſed in 
Force and Pollicies, they had made great advances on the Forts 
and Outworks , but having the preparations« that were made 
from Fagland, and theterror of great Oſſories renowned Name, 

he being to Command the Warlike Forces, the Al-ade, Captain 
General of the Moors Horſe and Foot ſent to offer Peace, but 
his Lordſhip having all things on B ard in Order to his Voyage, 

on-an unhappy day fell ſick of a Feavour, and after eight or nine 
' days Languiſhing died, which was ofj the ;oth of July laſt,to the 
great Grief ol all true loyal Engliſh Men , who cannor bur be 
ſenſible of the fall of ſach a Pillar, whoſe Arm has wrought 
ſnch wonders for his Country, and his Heroick Vertues promi- 
fing greater, had not Death bereaved us of him in the prime 
of all his Blooming Glories.
